room debauches the women. 
Purity is 
the key to heaven, and he that is pure is 
pious, and he th a t is im pure is impious. 
Nature gives us in the ermine an exam ­ 
ple of how we should be. This anim al 
is clean and pure, and when the hunters 
want to catch it they can alwavs do so 
by putting mud and dirt on the trail 
along which it passes, for when the 
ermine comes to the dirt it lays down, 
afraid of the im purity. W hy cannot we 
be like it, and avoid the very appearance 
of evil?” 
Speaking later on about covetousness 
and avarice, he said th at the m eanest 
man in tho world is the usurer who lends 
money to a poor devil and then having 
got him in his clutches squeezes and 
squeezes until he has got every cent that 
his victim has got.

T he Arievna legislators, whose arrival 
w as chronicled in yesterday morning’s 


H e r a l d , found a good m any old friends 
about town yesterday, and seemed to be 
enjoying their brief stay in Los Angeles 
im m ensely. 
They held an informal 
caucus in the parlors of the Nadeau yes* 
terday, w here they have established 
th e ir headquarters, but nothing of note 
transpired. A H erald m an yesterday 
h ad the pleasure of a long chat with Sen­ 
ator George W. Gheyney of Cochise 
county. “ It is, as you say, a long way 
around,” said the Arizonian, when the 
conversation on the roundabout trip the 
party was making came up. 
“ I t is 
about 125 miles from Phtcnix, the end of 
the railroad, to Prescott,” he continued, 
“ but it is a terrible piece of country to 
¿reverse at this season of the year. For a 
num ber of miles ons would have to travel 
through the snow, but the chief difficulty 
is as regards the rivers for there are two 
to be crossed en route and either of them 
is liable to be impassable. 
One year we 
tried it by stage and got over the first 
river and m ountains all right, but when 
we got to the second stream we had to 
turn back because it was a raging tor­ 
rent. Under the most favorable circum­ 
stances the journey could not be accom- 
plised by stage in less than twenty-six 
hours, and as this would mean an incess­ 
an t jolting, we prefer to make the four 
day’s trip by rail and travel comfor­ 
tably.” 
“ How about the railroad that was to 
be built from Prescott to Phcenix?’ 
asked the scribe. 
“ Well everything pertaining to it has 
been dorm ant for some time, but we 
m ean to bring the m atter up at this ses­ 
sion. The situation is as follows. 
From 
Prescott Junction on the Atlantic and 
Pacific 
to Prescott, a distance 
of 
sixty 
miles 
is 
operated 
a road 
controlled by Colonel Bullock, and from 
Maricopa on the Southern Pacific to 
Phcenix, a distance of thirty miles, is a 
line operated by Colonel Bean. Nowl 
between Prescott and Phcenix is a gap 
of only 120 miles, and four years ago the 
Legislature passed a bill authorizing the 
issuing of county bonds for a railroad 
from Prescott south. This line has never 
been 
commenced, however, because 
among the clauses of the bill was one 
defining the route of the road, and this, it 
w as said, was got in by some one inter­ 
ested in th e property it would traverse. 
Colonel Bullock is perfectly willing to 
build the road if he is allowed to follow 
h is own route, but the question comes up 
w hether, if the route is changed, the bill 
warranting the bonds does not become 
void, and by the H arrison bill no more 
indebtedness 
can 
be 
increased 
in 
Arizona, and therefore no more bonds 
issued. 
The legal point of w hether 
or not the route can be changed without 
forfeiting the bonds will therefore be 
brought up at the coming aession, for we 
are all very anxious to see the road built. 
Its completion will m ake a revolution in 
the markets of western Arizona, as you 
will see by the following illustrations 
A t the present time alfalfa hay is quoted 
a t six dollars a ton in P hcrnix; it is thirty 
dollars a ton in Prescott because that sec­ 
tion is not agricultural and has to import 
all of its hay from California. 
On the 
ü tb er hand lum ber is fifteen dollars a 
thousand in Prescott and thirty-five dol­ 
lars a thousand in Phcenix, because Pres­ 
cott is a timbered section and Phu-nix is 
not. I could quote you many more such 
instances, but those I have given will 
suffice to show how things would be equal­ 
ized by the building of this little pieee of 
road. As regards traveling accommoda­ 
tions, it is needless to mention them , for 
it would save about three and a half days 
out of four days on a trip like this.” 
The Legislators have decided to re­ 
main here until to-morrow when they 
will leave on the Santa Fe overland for 
Prescott where the Legislature rallies on 
Monday next.

The prosecution in the case of David 
Leiva charged with the m urder of Pedro 
Lopez, finished its taking of testimony 
yesterday morning with the exam ination 
of Dr. McGowan, who had removed 
some of the shot from the wound in the 
breast of the wounded man. 
The de­ 
fense opened its case by an effort to 
prove that F rank Snea, one of the wit­ 
nesses of the prosecution, had been 
tampered w ith. 
Snea was not able to 
remember any of the conversations on 
which the claim was based. 
Dr. W illiam Dodge was called as a 
medical expert and was asked a number 
of questions of a hypothetical order for 
the purpose of showing that the story 
told by the witnesses for the people that 
Lopez had run several steps after being 
shot through the heart, was not likely to 
be true. 
Pedro Roche swore th at he heard 
three shots fired and that Lopez had 
shot at Leiva before the latter fired. On 
cross examination he added that he saw 
the deceased run toward the defendant. 
The witness denied that he had talked 
with any of the lawyers for the defense 
about the testimony which he was to 
give. 
The first sensational testimony for the 
defense was offered by Francisco Rivas 
at the afternoon session. 
H e was the 
first man on the ground after the shoot­ 
ing. 
H is house was about 150 yards 
from the stable where the old m an was 
sitting when he was shot. The witness 
was changing his clothes, bnt upon hear­ 
ing the shots he ran to the spot and was 
tbe first to help lift the 
old man 
from 
where 
he 
was 
lying 
in 
pool 
of 
blood. 
Beneath 
him 
j a revolver covered with blood— 
an old fashioned affair. H e did not re­ 
member of Lopez carrying a pistol. On 
cross-examination, the witness remem­ 
bered a conversation with Osborne the 
interpreter some time ago, bnt could not 
recall having told him that he saw no 
pistol, and that the defense had put him 
up to this point in the testimony. 
Objection being taken at this point by 
the attorneys for the defense to Os­ 
borne’s serving as an interpreter when 
he was also to be a witness in the case, 
bis services were dispensed with and 
Mr. Naud was put in his place. The 
witness then denied having made any 
arrangement with the defense about his 
testimony. 
Josefina Rivas, the daughter ©f F ran­ 
cisco, was the next witness. 
She had 
heard the shots as she stood on the 
front door step of her father’s house. 
She cried out,“ They have killed Lopez,” 
and ran toward the stable. 
H er father 
got there first and there were several 
others on hand before she came to where 
the old m au was dying. 
She could r. 
rem ember what her father did. She did 
not see a pistol nor see anyone pick one 
up. 
Beatrice De Riva, 
Francisco’s wife, 
was with her daughter at the time of the 
shooting and heard two shots. 
She saw 
nothing of the shooting. 
Raymon Leiva met the defendant at 
Verdugo and took a drink with him . He 
stood outside the saloon while the fight 
waB in progress. 
He saw Lopez strike at 
the defendant. He did not see the de­ 
fendant try to shoot anybody. 
The Court then took a recess until 10 
o’clock this morning.

Mr. Amos Burr, the able and affable 
representative in this territory of the 
V anderbilt system, yesterday received a 
communication from Mr. W m. S. Bald­ 
win, Pacific Coast Agent for the Com­ 
pany, stating that the New York Central 
and 
West Shore 
Railways, 
having 
adopted the “ M arten system” of heating 
cars with steam from the locomotive,will 
after January 15, 1889, be obliged to de­ 
cline to haul special cars on passenger 
trains, unlees they are fully equipped 
with the necessary appliances and con­ 
nections for steam beating by tlio “ Mar­ 
ten system .” 


T h e I t o a d T a x . 
E d i t o r s H e r a l d : 
Your efforts to cor­ 
rect the mismanagement of our county 
road fund is especially gratifying to the 
taxpayers. This abuse has been going 
on a long tim e; in fact this county has 
collected enough road tax in the last 
twenty or thirty years to have afforded a 
first rate system of roads, whereas we 
huve the worst system im aginable. There 
has been a woful lack of fidelity on the 
port of our county officials in tne disposi­ 
tion of the road fund. A large share of* 
it has been needlesly expended in the 
steps preliminary to working the roads. 
County officials have given much time, 
or, at least, have drawn large pay for 
giving time, in the exam ination of roads 
upon which work was needed. Road- 
m asters, as a general thing, are persons 
who have rendered, or who pretend to 
have rendered, faithful political services, 
and each one, as a rule, draws his $300 
per annum without question or cavil on 
the part of the disbursing powers. 
Very large drafts are yearly made on 
the road fund by persons who demand 
pay for “ rights of w ay,” as if the public 
were not entitled to rights of way in this 
civilized land. 
Old roads (in maDy 
cases very old roads) are being con­ 
stantly closed up by individuals and now 
roads opened in the place of them by 
the authorities cf the county, for which 
new roads immense sums of 
money 
have been paid oat of the county treas­ 
ury. This thing has been carried on 
ad nauseam. The strangest sort of legal 
doctrines have 
been proclaimed and 
acted upon in connection with this busi­ 
ness of closing up old and opening new 
highways, doctrines that belong more 
properly to the dark ages, or to some 
barbarous country, than to an American 
State in the nineteenth century. 
But 
this large annual road fund of Los An­ 
geles county has 
presented 
a great 
tem ptation, and the methods of getting 
it out have been astonishingly easy. 
Tho way to do it was well worked, far 
better worked and easier traveled than 
any highway in the connly. 
Some of the 
methods of disposing of this road fund 
are here pointed out, but what the pub­ 
lic wants is a full statem ent in reference 
to that fund for one year, if no more.

P la ns for new railroads into this sec­ 
tion are as prolific of production as a 
mushroom bed in a humid atmosphere. 
But in their manifold num ber the like­ 
ness ceases. For they will not perish in 
a night, as they grow up in a day. From 
W arner’s ranch comes news of surveytrs 
in the field. And from South Riverside 
comes the report that the Pomona and 
Elsinore scheme is revived, with a prop­ 
osition to come into Los Angeles and to 
get out towards Salt Lake by the Cajon 
Pass. It looks as if some heavy Eastern 
syndicates were really reaching out for 
this as an objective point, and with the 
further intention of running feeding 
branches into all the valleys and to all 
the towns in this section. 


Nobody has yet taken the trouble to 
analyze the water of the Los Angeles 
river. It would be an excellent thing 
for the Angelefio who affects this primi­ 
tive beverage to see that it is either 
boiled or distilled before drinking. In 
this way he can aid the climate in mak­ 
ing diseases of the typhoid and malarial 
type very infrequent hereabouts. 


C alifo rn ia at the recent National elec­ 
tion cast 250,000 votes. Los Angeles coun­ 
ty cast 3,000 less than her full registered 
vote. This county cast somewhat less than 
one-tenth of the vote of the State. It is 
therefore fair to assume that there were 
25.000 registered votes that were not cast. 
There were in the State probably 10,000 
voters who had net been here the year 
necessary to entitle them to the exercise 
of the elective franchise. If these as­ 
sumptions are correct then there ate 
285.000 voters in the State. On the ratio of 
five inhabitants to the voter, this gives the 
Statea population of 1,425,000. Four years 
ago the total vote of California was less 
than 197,000. The increase now going 
on is quite as rapid as at any tim e in the 
preceding four years. W hen the censas 
of 1890 is taken the Golden State will 
turn up with a population much in excess 
of 1,500,000. 
And we shall not jostle 
one another then, as the State is as large 
as a dozen of those along the Atlantic 
seaboard. California will not he tilled 
with people, nor her resources fully de­ 
veloped when she has a population of 
10,000,000. _________________________ 
A lo c a l dealer is reported as saying 
that be had made $1,000 net profit out of 
one carload of butter imported from the 
west. 
A carload of butter probably 
weighs 40,000 pounds. 
He made only 
two and one-half cents a pound, which is 
not an extravagant profit. H is gain is 
the least alarm ing part of the affair. 
That $1,000 stayed here and goes to enrich 
some Angelefio. But that butter cost 
probably twenty cents a pound, or $8,000, 
in Kansas or N ebraska; and it coBt $100 
to haul it out here. These sums

It proves that our 
people are getting over the mere craze of 
speculation, and are now turning their 
attention to the legitimate development 
of our resources. There is a wide scope 
for the exercise of this policy. The ut­ 
most activity in three years will not half 
overtake the requirements of the situa­ 
tion. Many landowners are in an ex 
cellent position to do this. They sold off 
portions of their lands at good prices, and 
if they are wise this has made them well 
fore-handed. They can well afford to 
improve their present holdings. Those 
who have large areas of land will do 
well to embrace every opportunity to sell 
off portions of it at fair prices and on 
easy terms. W hat we need now, above 
all things, is to develop the latent re­ 
sources of tiiis section. 


T he Golden Belt Cannery at Fullerton 
is indeed a golden concern to those who 
own it. On W ednesday last there were 
dispatched from its doors one carload of 
canned Lima beans to San Diego, and 
another to Los Angeles. There is some 
thing encouraging in reading facts like 
this. The beans grow on the foothills, 
north of Anaheim. The farmers get many 
shekels for the crop. The cannery pays 
wages to its employees and that goes right 
back into the channels of trade and keeps 
the wheels of enterprise duly lubricated. 
The profits of the concern go into 
our hanks to m aintain the credit of the 
section. By all m eans let us have more 
canneries to put up all the products of 
the country. Let us can our fruits and 
vegetables. Let us supply all the cities 
of onr own section, and send m uch of the 
product abroad to bring in more coin to 
develop the resources of the most pro­ 
ductive section of the globe. 


T he dangers of drinking water are 
never taken into the count by the 
devotees of prohibition, and yet Adam’s 
ale, as consumed in American cities, is 
often the most dangerous fluid in the 
world, so infinitely more harm ful than a 
glass of light, well-made wine or lager 
beer that really there is no comparison 
between these beverages that will not be 
overwhelmingly againBt what looks like 
genuine sr/ua pura. Dr. F. Riehl, of 
San Francisco, recently read a paper be­ 
fore the Microscopical Society of that 
city, in which he demonstrated that the 
unsuspecting resident of the Golden 
Gate swallows twenty thousand bacteria 
to every three ounces of Spring Valley 
water. This analysis, we presume, takes 
no account of the bacilli?, microcuspides 
and other adventnrons infusoria which of 
themselves can do no little to make a man 
tarn pale about the gills and look upon 
tuberculosis as the least of the thousand 
natural ills that flesh is heir to. So 
great are the dangers from drinking 
Spring Valley water that it would seem 
to a disinterested person that an intelli­ 
gent denizen of San Francisco wonld 
ask to be cremated at once. However, 
the San Francisco m ale biped has never< 
been known to favor water to any alarm ­ 
ing extent, myriads cf them being 
utterly ignorant of the taste of that fluid. 


TnK kindly spirit which exists in the 
northern and central counties towards 
Southern California is well illustrated by 
the formation of the Assembly commit­ 
tees. On eighteen of the principal com 
mittees of that body there is not a single 
representative of the southern counties 
and that at a tim e when Los Angeles 
county alone has shown by her vote that 
she has a population of fully one hun­ 
dred and fifty thousand souls. There 
are an immense num ber of corporations, 
and very important ones at that, in the 
three counties of Los Angeles, San Ber 
nardino and San Diego, but there is not 
a single Assemblyman from any of those 
counties on the Assembly Committee on 
Corporations. Many of the members 
of the Legislature from Southern Cali­ 
fornia represent constituencies four times 
as numerous as the average of the north­ 
ern and central county districts, but 
this seems to count for nothing in their 
favor. It is carrying out the old, old 
policy of discriminating against any­ 
thing south of the city and county cf San 
Francisco. The most incredible thing 
in the history of the U nited States is the 
fact that no United States Senator has 
eyer been elected in California south of 
the sonthern iine of San Francisco coun­ 
ty. And yet our northern compatriots 
wonder that there is a growing demand 
for a State of South California. 


I t is greatly to be desired that the area 
devoted to the cultivation of the grape 
should be extended in Los Angeles 
county. The demand promises to be 
good. It is true that the price has not 
been very satisfactory to the vineyardist 
of late years, but the conditions now are 
different. Last year grapes of the Mis­ 
sion variety brought from $12 to $13 a 
ton. Wo are much mistaken or the price 
this season will bo a m aterial advance on 
those figures. The facilities for making 
wines and brandies have greatly in­ 
creased in this county during the past 
year. In the city of Los Angeles Mr. 
Alfred Stern has increased the capacity 
of his winery and distillery on a scale of 
great magnitude. The demand for Cali­ 
fornia wines and grape brandies is 
steadily growing. California brandy is 
being daily more and more highly appre­ 
ciated. Under such circumstances, the 
area of our vineyards 
sbould be 
largely augmented. It has been di­ 
minished to some extent by the vine 
pest and perhaps still more by the in­ 
sane impulse to lay off corner lots away 
oat in the country. It would have been 
a great blessing if the speculative fever 
had left onr vineyards and orchards 
alone. The vine pest will regulate itself, 
and the gratifying discovery has been 
m ade that it don’t attack the finer 
grades of foreign grapes. The inatten­ 
tion to existing vineyards can also be 
remedied by industry and care. 
We 
should double their area in the next 
three years. Let the viticulturist show 
that he is responsive to the situation. 


N u r sery m en report an unprecedented 
demand for frait trees of all sorts. It is 
said that hundreds of thousands of them 
will be planted in this section daring 
the current season. The call is most of 
all for the various sorts of canning 
peaches and for French prunes. Cer­ 
tainly no better selections could be 
made. 
Canning peaches, prunes and 
apricots can be made to enrich this 
county. Prunes net profits bs high as 
$703 an acre. The m arket for them is at 


One who was intimately acquainted 
with this city at the begincling of the 
current decade, and who now surveys it 
after a lapse of eight years, will be sur­ 
prised to see how its waste spaces have 
been filled in with residences. A t that 
time East Los Angeles was a ham let of 
scattered cottages, and Boyle Heights 
had much less population on which to 
base city pretensions. Out Temple street, 
west of Bunker Hill, there was hardly a 
sign of population. Southward, there 
were few houses below Sixth street 
Now East Los AngeleB is a very respect­ 
able city of herself. Boyle Heights is be­ 
coming very compactly settled. The 
hills for three miles along Temple street 
are densely peopled. And residences 
crowd each other to the utm ost limits 
of the city southward. It need to be 
asserted that there was vacant space 
enough in Los Angeles city to accommo­ 
date half a million people. We still lack 
something of 100,000 population, but the 
city is getting pretty well built up. There 
are within the charter bounderies of this 
municipality six miles equare, or thirty- 
six square miles of space. Allowing for 
streets, five city lots 50x150 feet go to the 
acre. The area is equal to 23,000 acres 
Out of this come the parks, the river 
bed, 
rough 
pieces 
which would 
cast a fortune to utilize excepting 
for 
goat pastures, depot grounds, 
business blocks, factories, and much 
land used for other than residence 
purposes. But if all the space were cut 
up into residence lots of the size out­ 
lined above, there would be only about 
100,000 such subdivisions. Any one 
who surveys the ground as it is to-day 
will see that when Los Angeles city is 
twice her present size in population, her 
space will he well filled up. Of course 
there will always be some vacant lots on 
her periphery, and three miles is a long 
way from the center of the city. It is 
ride of three-quarters of au hour by street 
cars as things go. 
Close-in property 
will from this time bo surely paying 
property, and in the near future it will be 
worth much more than it is now held at. 


I t seems almost incredible that there 
should exist in Los Angeles a class of 
men who actually buBy themselves, not 
only in croaking but in spreading alarmist 
rumors as to the standing of our best 
business men. This region bad a great 
real estate boom something over a year 
ago, some features of which were foolish 
in the extrem e. W e shall have these 
booms, with their foolish features, at reg­ 
ular intervals. That is inevitable in 
Southern California. This community 
managed its recovery from the “ paper 
town” extravagance in a m anner that 
surprised every one. It showed itself 
solvent in the highest possible degree. 
About four months ago a crowd of croak­ 
ers and wiseacres started a series of ru­ 
mors that this prominent business firm, 
and then that, had failed. One would 
hear some alarming cock and hull story 
when one was on a visit to Santa Monica, 
or Long Beach, or 6ome other plea­ 
sure 
resort. 
The invariable result 
was 
that 
these 
rumors were 
lies ab initio, circulated with the view 
of injuring the standing of some ener­ 
getic and public-spirited business man. 
Rone of the failures announced then oc­ 
curred. Some lines of business have, of 
course, been overdone in this city. The 
probability is that if the Koh-i-noor, that 
prized possession of the British Queen, 
were placed on the m arket in Los Ang­ 
eles just now it would fail to find a pur­ 
chaser. People are not now witnessing 
the rush of the Pactolean stream of 
wealth in this region that waB common 
in the height of the boom. But the 
H ira ld will give any one a chromo who 
will take slate and pencil and figure out 
how the investment of innumerable mil­ 
lions in this city and county by people 
from the East and abroad could possibly 
hurt either. 
Tbe 
present promises 
to be a year of unexampled crops, 
a new 
transcontinental railway is 
about to 
he 
built to this 
city 
and everything points to the most dura­ 
ble prosperity we have ever had. A mild 
December has considerably curtailed the 
stream of Eastern travel, but this region 
remains with the most perfect climate , 
sum m er and winter, possessed by any 
region on the globe. It is destined to be 
the most densely settled and the wealth­ 
iest section on the American continent. 
Those who are engaged in the work of 
creating an artificial panic here should 
be shown that their room is far prefera­ 
ble to their company. The penitentiary 
is too good for them . 


NATIONAL LEGISLATION. 


Animated Discussion on the 
Duty on Sugar. 


PROTECTION BY 
BOUNTIES. 


The A dm ission of th e T errito ries 
Occupies Most of th e A ttention 
of the House.

Associated Preas Dispatches to the Herald. 1 
W ashington, January 17.—In tbe Sen 
ate, Sherman argued in favor of the tin 
plate tariff am endm ent. 
It was not so 
much a m atter of protection to tin aB of 
the iron and steel plate industry. Of 
283,000 tons of tin plato annually im­ 
ported, fully 275,C00 tons consisted oí 
iron and steel, the remaining 8,000 tons 
only being tin. 
Allison said tho present duty is about 
33 per cent. 
The rroposed duty is 
about 70 per cent. 
The debate was 
further continued by Platt, Saulsbury, 
Plumb, Gorman, Aldrich, Mitchell and 
Call. 
Finally the am endm ent was 
adopted, yeas 25, nays 18 (Brown voting 
aye). It fixes the duty on tin plate 
(taggers’ iron or steel) when valued at 
3 cents a pound or less, thinner than No. 
10 and not thinner than No. 20 wire 
gauge, at 1 cent per pound; on thinner 
plates at 1 1-10, 1 3-10 and 1 4-10 per 
pound, and on corrugated or crimped 
plates 1 410 cents per pound. 
All 
other iron or steel sheets, plates and 
hoops, excepting tin plates when galva­ 
nized or coated with zinc, spelter or other 
metal, ¿4 cents a pound additional, and 
after January 1,1893, tin plate ?4 cents 
a pound additional. 
The amendment proposing a bounty on 
sugar from beets, sorghum or sugar cane 
grown in the United States was then 
taken up. 
Vest declared his opposition to all such 
bounties, which he considered the most 
objectional form of protection. The idea 
of the Government going into partner­ 
ship with any individual or set of indi­ 
viduals in order to give them peculiar 
advantages at the expense of the people 
was a relic of absolute tyranny, and ut­ 
terly opposed to all free popular govern­ 
ment. 
Allison, in reply to a question of 
Eustis, who asked why a bounty was 
proposed, said the object was to induce 
the production of sugar in this country 
from beets, sorghum and from sugar 
cane. 
Eustis asked Allison to state 
whether the proposed bounty of one cent 
a pound on sugar produced in this 
country was not in direct contradiction 
of the ground taken by the Finance Com­ 
mittee for a reduction of the import 
duty, that ground being based on tbe 
known ascertained lim it of tbe sugar ca­ 
pacity of the United States. 
Allison 
did not consider the am endm ent as in 
any sense a change of position on the 
part of tho committee. 
Sugar produced 
from sugar cane grown in the United 
States had not kept pace with the in­ 
crease of population. 
Eustis asked 
whether, when the substitute waH re­ 
ported, a majority of the Finance Com­ 
mittee was not as well informed as to the 
sugar producing capacity of the United 
States as when it proposed the bounty on 
sugar. Allison said he did not know ex­ 
actly w hat the Senator from Louisiana 
meant by that inquiry. 
He had not 
kuown quite aB much on the 5th of Octo­ 
ber when 
the bill was reported 
as he bad known when he offered 
the am endment, and he even confessed 
to having received some valuable inform­ 
ation lrom a witness who had been before 
the Committee within the last few days. 
Gib6on asked Allison whether the com­ 
mittee had not heard of the increase of 
25 per cent on the sugar-cane growing 
area of Louisiana within the last three or 
four years, and of an increase of nearly 
100 per cent in the yield from cane by 
improved methods. 
Allison replied that the committee bad 
also learned that there was no “ diffu­ 
sion” of the plant in Louisiana except 
that created by the government of the 
United Ktatep, but even with that diffu­ 
sion and itB success as applied to the su­ 
gar cane, Spreckels had disclosed to the 
Committee very clearly that he could 
beat that production by the manufacture 
of sugar from beets. While he admitted 
that Louisiana had taken some recent 
steps to improve the sugar-making pro­ 
cess largely, it should be borne in m ind, 
he said, that the increase of population 
and the increase of the consumption of 
sugar was so great that 160,000,000 
pounds of sugar would be required to 
supply that annual increase of consump­ 
tion. The state of Louisiana could not 
supply sugar to meet that increased de­ 
mand. to say nothing of the 3,000,000,000 
pounds of sugar now imported. 
Vest hinted at the “ new light” which 
had broken in upon the Finance Commit­ 
tee and the “ political exigency” which 
has led to the reporting of the am end­ 
ment. 
Allison denied em phatically that he, 
in his judgment or that of the committee 
in this m atter, had been controlled by 
any “ political exigency.” 
Sherman advocated’ the amendment. 
He asserted that there was a strong feel­ 
ing in the country against a direct bounty 
for the protection of anything, and yet 
such bounties (as to salt fish and other 
matters) had been supported by the most 
eminent men in the history of the coun­ 
try. He believed that within ten years 
sugar enough could be produced in the 
country to supply the domestic market. 
He understood that one-sixth of the en­ 
tire weight of beets could be converted 
into sugar. Was it not therefore a de­ 
sirable thing to encourage the beet sugar 
industry in the United States? It was 
the bounty paid for beet sugar in France 
and Germany that stim ulated its enor 
mous productisn in those countries. 
Gibson 
admitted the stimulating 
effect of a direct bounty in France and 
Germany, but agreed that a more power­ 
ful stim ulant would have been a duty of 
not less than 4 cents a pound imposed on 
imported sugar. 
Sherman Baid he wished to see this 
experim ent tried, not in the interest of 
any party or any section and State, or 
any community, but in the interest of 
the whole country. 
Eu9tis asked the Republican 6ide of the 
cham ber what became of the argument 
on their side, that the substitute was 
framed on the theory, to use Hiscock’s 
expression, that it was the duty of tbe 
Government, regardless of its needs or 
the condition of the taxpayers, to de­ 
velop», by protective legislation, every 
American industry, whether it was 
hoary-headed, in its infancy, or still in 
the womb. H e wanted to know if the 
Republican majority in the Senate pro- 
E 
osed to kick the sugar interest of 
ouisiana out of the national household 
and let it come to the national kitchen 
for crumbs of bread. 
Allison said Louisiana had grown 
strong and vigorous under the tariff 


“ trust,” and had stood in with it and 
abided by it for sugar alone ; but when 
a proposition was made that would re­ 
duce the price of sugar to the consumer 
one cent a pound, the Senator from 
Louisiana answered it by a denunciation 
of the whole system. He (Allison) de­ 
clared it would be better for the people 
to pay for the whole sugar crop of Louis­ 
iana and dump it in the Gulf than to 
keep up the existing duty on sugar. The 
tax took $28,000,000 out of the pockets of 
the people in order that the sugar pro­ 
ducers might receive one cent a pound on 
an inflnitesimally small proportion of the 
sugar they produced. 
After some further discussion, and 
without reaching a vote, the Senate went 
in to executive BeBsion, and soon ad­ 
journed.

ngton, January 17.—After the 
on of unim portant business, the 
House resumed consideration of the Ter­ 
ritorial bills. 
McDonald, of Minnesota, thought all 
the Territories referred to in the “ Omni­ 
bus” bill were ready for admission. 
Adams, of Illinois, characterized the 
“ Omnibus bill” as a transparent subter­ 
fuge. Under it the people of the Terri­ 
tories would not obtain a single substan­ 
tial advantage which they could not 
obtain if it was not passed, while the 
defeat of tbe Senate bill would have a 
practical effect continuing for one year 
the outrage on the people o? Dakota. 
Among the bills reported from com­ 
mittees, placed on the calendar, were the 
following: Granting right-of-wav for a 
railroad across the Fort Pima Military 
reservation, Arizona; granting the Big 
Horn Southern Railroad the right-of-way 
across a part of the Crow Indian reser­ 
vation. 
Grosvenor, of Ohio, said the object of 
the “ Omnibus bill” was to delay the 
admission of Dakota. 
Admit Dakota 
under the Senate bill, and then consider 
the claims of other Territories. 
Symes, of Colorado, and Springer, of 
Illinois, had a tilt over the latter’s alleged 
intention to move the previous question 
on the “ Omnibus bill.” 
The debate on the Dekota Admission 
bill was finished this afternoon. 
On motion of Gifford, of Dakota, an 
am endm ent was adopted granting 120,­ 
000 acres for the support of an agricul­ 
tural college in the State ot Dakota. The 
Senate bill granted ninety sections of 
land. An am endm ent was adopted pro­ 
viding that lands sold for common school 
purposes shall not be sold for less than 
$10 an acre. The salary of District Judges 
was reduced from $5,000 to $3,000. The 
9th of April, 1889, was fixed as the date 
of the election to be hold to decide the 
question of the acceptance of boundaries 
and the name of the new State. On mo­ 
tion of Gifford, an am endm ent was 
agreed to providing that at this election 
State officers be elected, and also two 
members of Congress. 
The reading of the Senate bill having 
been completed, Springer moved to strike 
out all after the enacting clase and sub­ 
stitute the “ Omnibus Bill.” 
Burrows raised a point of order against 
the substitute, upon the rule which says 
no motion on a subject different from 
those under consideration shall be ad­ 
mitted under color of an am endm ent. 
The Speaker sustained the point of order 
and ruled the substitute out. 
Springer then moved to strike out the 
enacting clause and insert House bill 
8466. with certaiu amendments. 
The 
Speaker ruled this out of order. A11 the 
gentleman had a right to do was to offer 
as a substitute for the Senate bill, House 
bill 8400. 
Mr. Springer thereupon 
offered that 
bill as a substitute. 
The House 
bill 
8400 was then 
received as substitute. Springer asked 
unanimous consent that the previous 
substitute offered by him be considered 
in its steal. The Speaker pro tem. (Cox) 
submitted the request and, there being 
110 objections, it was so stated. Subse­ 
quently the question arose as to whether 
this consent had been granted, hut no 
record of the transaction appeared in the 
official notes. M uch confusion ensued, 
but finally consent was again given. Mac­ 
Donald, of Minnesota, then offered his 
substitute for Springer’s proposition. 
This substitute embodies the principal 
features of the Omnibus bill, except that 
it provides for the im m ediate admission 
of South Dakota. Pending its reading, 
the House adjourned.

THE PRESIDENT’S VETO. 


T liey K renuouM ly Object to Sen ator 
Sliern ian ’ a A m endm en t. 
W ashington, January 17.—This m orn­ 
ing the Senate sub-Committees on Fi­ 
nance, in charge of the tariff bill, heard 
the delegations of the carpet and woolen 
goods manufactures and wool growers. 
The former decided on certain modifica­ 
tions in the wool schedule tending to the 
reduction of some duties, while the wool- 
growers wanted additional duties. Their 
views, at times, were widely divergent 
and expressed with much vigor. As far as 
learned the argum ents made no change 
in the minds of the committee. 
Senator Sherman proposed the follow­ 
ing amendment to the bill which the man­ 
ufacturers now have under consideration 
and will express their opinion upon before 
the committee to-morrow: “Amend 
paragraph 144 to read as follows: Duty on 
wools of the first and third classes, 
which shall be imported washed, shall 
he twice the am ount of the duty to which 
they would be subjected if imported un­ 
washed. Tbe duty upon wools of the 
second class, which shall be imported 
washed, shall be five cents per pound in 
addition to the duty to which they would 
be subjected if imported unwashed. 
W ashed wools are defiued to bs such as 
are washed in cold water on the back of 
the sheep. The duty on wools of all 
classes which shall be imported scoured 
shall be three tim es the duty to which 
they would be subjected if imported un­ 
washed. All wools which, when im­ 
ported, shall contain less than twelve 
per cent, of the weight thereof of yoke 
grease, dirt or other foreign substance or 
m atter, shall he classified as Bcoured 
wool, and pay duty accordingly. 
Before they left the room some of the 
manufacturers asserted that such an 
amendment meant the practical destruc­ 
tion of their industry and that, as against 
it, they should work for free wool.

I t is P rom ptly Stopped by Mr. 
C leveland—The R easons for 
H is Action. 


T b e President to A rb itra te . 
W ashington, January 17.—A dispute 
having arisen between Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica in relation to the status of the 
proposed Nicaraguan canal, the American 
Minister to Guatemala, some time ago, 
was instructed to use his good offices to 
bring about au understanding between 
the two governments. The following 
diBpatch from him was received at the 
Department of State to day: “ The Con­ 
vention between Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica to arbitrate the question affecting 
the Nicaraguan canal was signed on the 
10th, and the President of the United 
States was nam ed as arbitrator.” 


I Associated Press Dispatches to the Hrrald.1 
W ashington, January 17.—The Presi­ 
dent returned to the Senate without his 
approval the bill to pay $3,800 to W m . 
D. W heaton and Charles H . Cham ber­ 
lain, for many years prior to 1879 Re­ 
ceiver and Register of the Land Office at 
San Francisco, Cal. The two officers 
were required by an order issued July 
1st, 1877, to turn thereafter into the 
Treasury certain fees they had prior to 
that time retained. In February 18th, 
1879, they were allowed two clerks, and 
the President says it is proposed, upon 
the theory that the clerks were employed 
to do work for which fees were formerly 
allowed, to reimburse the officers for the 
am ount paid for clerk-hire between the 
tim e when the retention of fees was 
stopped and the tim e when the clerks 
were authorized to be employed and paid 
out of tho public Treasury. The Presi­ 
dent says the officers had notice that 
such employment and payment would not 
be approved by the Government and 
adds: 
“ I am decidedly of opinion that the 
relations, duties and obligations of sub­ 
ordinates in the public employment 
should be clearly defined and strictly 
lim ited. They should not be perm itted 
to judge of the propriety or necessity of 
incurring expense on behalf of the Gov­ 
ernm ent without authority, much less in 
disregard of orders, and yet there are 
cases when, in an emergency, money is 
paid for tho benefit of the public service 
by officials, which, though not strictly 
authorized, ought in equity to be reim­ 
bursed. If the present case is one of 
equity,” the President says, “ a verified 
statement ought to be made out showing 
the exact amount expended by the 
benefit iiries from their private funds for 
doing this work, and the am ount found 
paid allowed.” Such a statem ent no­ 
where appears, and the President thinks 
that the beneficiaries should be required 
to establish the amount so paid out be­ 
fore reim bursem ent is made.

hive endeavored to see how deep they 
could steep themselves in infamy. 
People had been driven from their homes 
which they had, by years of economy 
and industry, paid for, and deprived of 
their lands and little supplies. They 
had committed 110 crime unless it is a 
crime to be born black. Three families 
who went to him yesterday for protec­ 
tion had been notified to leave within 
five days, and are now struggling through 
mud and rain to save tbeir worldly 
stores from the vandals. Mr. Chamber­ 
lin calls for the repression of these out­ 
rages, and says the Governor ought to 
place these people back on their farms 
and protect them there if it takes all the 
m ilitia of the State. It is stated that 
Governor Lowery is about to take active 
steps in the m atter. 


A Scheme Explud ed. 
C hicago, January 17.—There was a 
strange disclosure to-day in the case of 
old Mrs. Naomi Fairchild, who claims to 
be the widow of the wealthy supposed 
bachelor lum berman, W alterS. Babcock, 
who was mysteriously murdered last 
year at the house of Mies .Sarah Dodge, 
in Gardner, Ills. Mrs. Fairchild has 
been trying, through the Probate C«urt 
here, to secure a share of Babcock’s 
estate, and had almost conclusively 
shown that Babcock actually did secretly 
sustain martail relations wfth ber, and 
has attem pted to prove that when she 
was in an apparently dying condition 
Babcock was married to her by Rev. 
Mr. Burns, a M ethodist minister. The 
testimony of the clergyman left no doubt 
tbat a wedding under the circumstances 
described had taken place. To-day Mrs. 
Julia Brattan, sister of Mrs. Fairchild, 
was on tbe stand and the fact crept out 
that the m inister at her marriage was the 
same Rev. Mr. Burns. Cross question­ 
ing soon developed the fact that, in every 
detail of tim e, place and manner, the 
Brattan wedding was identical with the 
alleged marriage of Mrs. Fairchild to 
Col. Babcock. The trial was at once 
adjourned, and the opinion is that Mrs. 
Fairchild’s case has fallen flat.

W ashin gto n, January 17—The ques­ 
tion as to where the United States ship 
A tlanta íb to go, is settled at last. Orders 
have been issued to her commander. 
Captain Howell, to proceed with her at 
once to Port-au-Prince and report to 
Rear Admiral Luce, commanding the 
North Atlantic station, now 011 board the 
Galena. It is expected that the Atlanta 
will sail from Now York Saturday morn­ 
ing. Tbe United States ship Galena will 
return to the United States upon being 
relieved by the Atlanta, and the com­ 
m ander of that vessel will be in command 
of tbe naval forces in Haytien waters. 
Nothing has been heard from the United 
States ship Oasippee since she sailed 
from Norfolk, but it is thought at the 
Navy Departm ent tbat she has arrived at 
Port-au-Prince before this time.

The American Protective 
Tariff League Dinner. 


MORROW 
ON 
CALIFORNIA. 


Speeches hy Several Leading Ad­ 
vocates of the Policy of 
H igh Tariff. 


I Associated Presa DisDatcbes to the H erald. I 
N ew Y o rk , January 17.—The Ameri­ 
can Protective Tariff League (lined at 
Delmonico’s this evening. There were 
present 325 members and gueBts. Hon. 
William McKinley, of Ohio, and Hon. 
Thomas B. Reed, of Maine, sent their re­ 
grets. President Ammidown welcomed 
the guests and stated that there are now 
900 members of the League, who have 
contributed over 175,000 to further its 
purposes, and that $150,000,000 pages of 
tariff statements and arguments had 
been sent out to the States ami Terri 
tories. Congressman Morrow, of Cali­ 
fornia, spoke of the Pacific Coast and 
its developments under a protective tar­ 
iff. He said the forces of nature had 
provided in a rough way for California 
about all she could wish, except, per­ 
haps, a place in the cabinet under the 
new administration, which last, how­ 
ever, he wished to say in confidence 
they expected to receive. He spoke 
of the growth of California's wealth as 
her gold output has delcined, and cited 
it as the result of a homo market under 
protection. Having touched upon the 
increase of production in wool, raisins, 
fruits, minerals and sugar, Morrow said : 
“ Even the Bourbornism of free trade 
hesitated at this point and 
ad­ 
mits that the 
spirit of 
the de­ 
mocracy requires American 
sugar. 
Will Maine or Ohio let me ask, be l6ss 
ardent to their devotion o the principal 
of protection because v.f this fact? I 
hope not. Let us maintain this state of 
facts and in a few years every pound of 
sugar consumed in the United States 
will be the product of our own soil and 
the reward of our own labor. I desire to 
be understood as being emphatically in 
earnest on this point, for I think 
I know what the Pacific Coast will do 
with fair encouragement in this new and 
promising field of industry. I want to 
impress upon you the important and 
growing interests of the Pacific Coast and 
its increasing power as a factor in the 
policy of the whole country, a power that 
insists distinctly upon the principle of 
protection for the benefit of her people 
and for the development of her indus­ 
trial wealth." 
Hon. J. F. Hanson, of Georgia, speak­ 
ing to the toast of “ The Two Souths," 
and having referred to the recent cam­ 
paign, said : “If the results of that cam­ 
paign, as they indicate the public judg­ 
ment and the public will amount, to any­ 
thing, the Republican party is under a 
mandate from the people to cut up the 
internal revenue system by the roots and 
secure 
the 
permanency 
of 
the 
American policy of protection. That 
the 
political 
South 
proposes 
to 
destroy the protective system 
no 
man of candor and intelligence will 
deny. In view of this purpose, the man 
or party who will save the political 
South from itself and save the country 
from the political South will best pro­ 
mote the interests of the South and the 
country. If the cause of protection fails 
in this country it will fail at the hands 
of the Solid South." 
When Hon. Warner Miller was intro­ 
duced, and allusions were made to a 
Cabinet position for the New York 
statesman, there was a volley of cheers 
and applause. 
Miller spoke on the in­ 
fluence oi the tariff on commerce and 
shipping and set forth, by facts and 
figures, that the prosperity of the coun­ 
try was solely due to the high tariff. 
A telegram of congratulations to Gen­ 
eral Harrison was read and followed by 
great applause. 
John Jarrett, of Pittsburg, spoke in 
behaif of the workingmen’s interest in 
the tariff, hinging his remarks upon 
comparisons instituted by him to the 
advantage of protection as between the 
English and American workman.

C hicago, January 17.—The Times to­ 
morrow will say that within the past 
week it has been promised, on behalf of 
Mayor Roche, that he would dismiss 
from office, for corruption and dishon­ 
esty, Inspector Bonfield and Captain 
Schaack, the two police officers so widely 
known throngh their connection with the 
Haymarket riot and the banging of the 
Anarchists.

THE CITY CHARTER APPROVED. 


Resolutions in Memory of the Late 
Governor Bartlett—Oakland’s 
Charter Sustained. 


I Associated Press Dlspatcne* to the H erald 1 
S acram ento, January 17.—The Senate 
met at 11 o’clock. Immediately after 
prayer and reading of the journal, three 
messages were received from the Gover­ 
nor. The first announced that the Com­ 
mittee on Sawdust in the Rivers, ap­ 
pointed by the Legislature of Nevada, 
would arrive in Sacramento shortly to 
confer with the River Committee of the 
California Legislature. 
The second requested the Senate to 
approve a number of appointments made 
by the late Governor Bartlett, and the 
third waa for similar action on appoint­ 
ments of the present Governor. 
Moffitt, of Alameda, moved that con­ 
sideration of the last communication be 
deferred for one week. 
Jones, of Butte, amended to defer two 
weeks. 
Wilson, of San Francisco, offered an 
amendment that the matter be consid­ 
ered next Monday. Wilson’s amend­ 
ment was lost by a strict party vote, and 
Moffitt’s motion as amended was adopted 
on the same vote. 
A communication was also received 
from the Governor announcing the ap­ 
pointment of Joseph Craig t*s Prison Di­ 
rector, vice J. K. Luttrell, withdrawn. 
Bills were introduced as follows: By 
Moffitt, granting to the Board of Regents 
of the University a portion of Mt. Diablo 
for scientific purposes; by Conklin, ap­ 
propriating $229,000 for the erection of 
additional buildings for the home for the 
chronic insane; by McComaB, to regu­ 
late and control the sale of intoxicat­ 
ing liquors; by Caminetti. amending 
the Code of Civil Proceedure, giving 
additional powers to Probate Judges; by 
Jones, amending the Civil Code in 
relation to life insurances on natu­ 
ral 
premiums; 
by Goucher, 
for 
the establishment of 
the 
correct 
border line between California and 
Nevada; by McGowan, amending the 
amending the Penal Code in regard to the 
fish and game laws; by White, amend­ 
ing the Civil Code in reference to con­ 
tracts between husband and wife; by 
Bo were, providing for the treatment of 
juvenile prisoners in houses of correction. 
Consideration of the Oakland charter 
was the special order in tne senate this 
afternoon. When it came up Yell, of 
Mendocino, moved that it be referred to 
the Judiciary Committee. A protracted 
debate followed, and on motion to refer 
was defeated by a vote of ayes 17, nays 
' 19. The reading of the entire charter 
was then begun and consumed over an 
hour’s time. When it was concluded a 
vote to approve was taken and only 
three voted against it. The committee 
gave notice of a motion to reconsider. 
Adjourned. 
The Assembly. 
S a c ra m e n to , January 17.—In the 
Assembly this morning, Seawell.of Men­ 
docino, introduced a resolution passed by 
the Board of ¡State Prison Directors, 
recommending that the State be divided 
into two prison districts, so that certain 
counties will send the prisoners to San 
Quentin and other counties to Folsom. 
The resolution was referred to the Com­ 
mute on State Prisons. 
The Speaker announced that he had 
received papers in the contest of Price 
vs. Frank, from San Mateo county. The 
documents were referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Elections. 
The Committee on Labor and Capital 
reported the following bills favorably: 
The Act to provide for appointment of 
Board of Examining Engineers to license 
the engineers of portable and steam 
engines and boilers and establish the 
duties and compensation of said Board; 
an act to regulate hours of labor and 
employment of minors and females and 
an act to establish and support a bureau 
of labor statistics were introduced. 
The Committee on County and Town­ 
ship Governments reported favoring the 
passage of a bill to provide for the correc­ 
tion and establishment of a portion of 
the eastern boundary line of the State. 
The Committee on Municipal Corpora­ 
tions reported favorably on the joint res­ 
olution approving the recently adopted 
charter of Los Angeles. 
On motion of Matthews, of Tehama, 
the resolution was made the special order 
for 2 i*. k. to-day. 
The Committee on Ways and Means 
reported favoring the passage of the Sen­ 
ate bill providing for the payment of the 
funeral expenses of the late Governor 
Bartlett. 
A message was received from the 
Senate announcing the passing of a con­ 
current resolution relating to the Na­ 
tional Grange, and also a concurrent res­ 
olution asking Congress to maintain the 
8cott Chinese Exclusion act. 
A message was received from Governor 
Waterman, stating that he had received 
a dispatch from Governor Stevenson, of 
Nevada, announcing a commission of 
eight will arrive on the 21st inst. to con­ 
fer with the California Legislature on the 
ma^er of sawdust in the Truckee river. 
Leave of absence was granted the 
Prison Commission from 2 p. m. to-mor­ 
row until Monday. 
A lengthy discussion took place regard­ 
ing the resolution referring to the Scott 
Exclusion act, several members desiring 
that it should be referred to a committee 
until a number of grammatical errors 
could be corrected. 
The resolution passed bv an almost 
unanimous 7ote. However^ Dibble has 
.given notice of a reconsideration. 
A number of bills passed, among them 
one known as the “Telegraph Hill bill,’’ 
and the Assembly took a recess till 2 
r. m. 
At the afternoon session of the Assem­ 
bly Ostrom, Dibble and Mathews were 
appointed a committee to act with the 
Senate Committee to arrange for a meet­ 
ing at which resolutions should be passed 
in memory of the late Governor Bartlett. 
A resolution appointing George Hughes 
Bill Clerk was adopted ; aleo a resolution 
appointing Miss Annie Ryan Assistant 
Mailing Clerk. 
Ewing, of San Francisco, introduced a 
resolution that the attaches of the 
previous Legislature who assisted in the 
organization of the present House be al­ 
lowed three days’ salary, the Controller 
having refused to allow them a week’s 
salary each. The resolution was adopted. 
Adjourned. 
Im p o rtan t. L and Suit. 
Washington, January 17.—The Secre­ 
tary of the Interior rendered a decision 
in the case of James K. Martin, guardian 
of Calvin James, and the city of Chey­ 


enne. Wyo., vs. Frances Nolan. The land 
involved lies near Cheyenne, and is used 
for water works. The decision sustains 
that of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office rejecting Nolan’s pre-emp­ 
tion applicatton, but leaves the claim of 
Cheyenne undetermined. 
THE PLEA OF STATEHOOD. 
Delegate Calato Continue* the Ar> 
sum ent for Utah. 
W a sh in g to n , January 17.—Hearing to 
the claims of Utah to be admitted as i 
State was coutinued by the Houbo Com 
mittee on Territories. Delegate Caine 
of Utah, who began the argument in 
favor of admission, yesterday, continued 
The attempt, he said, to create the be 
lief that priestly influence would domi 
nate the State aud that the Mormon peo 
pie were subjected to ecclesiastical 
tyranny, was part of a shrewdly devised 
scheme and organized efforts to accom­ 
plish the overthrow of the majority and 
the elevation to power of the minority. 
The doctrines of the church insisted 
upon dissassociaticn of civil 
and 
ecclesiastical powers. There is nowhere 
to be found a body of people so generally 
intelligent and well informed, whose 
natural tendency was independence of 
thought. 
He took up published statements of 
Governor West, and said he hoped the 
committee would not believe such 
“ twaddle.” What right had any one to 
apply a religious test to the people of the 
Territory seeking the privileges of State­ 
hood in which they were Americans, 
citizens of the United States, and bad 
presented a constitution, republican in 
form, prohibiting polygamy and provid­ 
ing penalties against transgressors of the 
fundamental law, and making a union of 
church and State impossible. 
Delegate Dubois, of Idaho, then ad­ 
dressed the Committee in opposition to 
the admission of Utah. He said that 
statements had been made calculated to 
mislead iu regard to the sentiments of 
communities adjacent to Utah and, in 
compliance with the wishes of his own 
Territory, he desired to address the com­ 
mittee. 
There were about 15,000 Mor­ 
mons in Idaho and there was no differ­ 
ence between them and those in Utah. 
He dwelt on the difficulty of securing the 
conviction of the Mormons that practiced 
polygamy in that part of the Territory in 
which Mormons were settled. 
He said 
that, in his judgment, one-third of the 
adult Mormons in Idaho were in the 
polygamy relation. He submitted a few 
remarks iu regard to the civil power of 
the church. He said his Territory was 
very much concerned in the fate of Utah 
statehood,for that would mean polygamy 
firmly entrenched. 
In conclusion he 
presented a memorial of the Idaho Leg­ 
islature unanimously opposing the ad­ 
mission of Utah as a &tate of the Union. 
ARAD IIAKHAK1TIER. 
Iflurder and m utilation of M lulon* 
arle* In Kant Africa. 
Z an zib ar, January 17.—The Arabs 
have destroyed the German missionary 
station at Tuga, fifteen miles west of 
Dar-es-Salem. A majority of the slaves 
captured by the German man-of-war 
Leipsig lodged at the station. The mis­ 
sionary escaped, but eight persons weie 
massacred. Three bodies, one that of a 
woman, were found mutilated barbar­ 
ously. The Arabs carried off servants 
and slaves. The French missionary sta­ 
tions, near Tugu, are in imminent dan­ 
ger. The Arabs are now joining in the 
slave trade, principally from Kilwa and 
Lindi Richer. These accessions will 
have the effect of re-invigorating the 
revolt, which would have died out if the 
Germans had not retained Bogamoyo 
and Dar-es-Salem. 
Opposed to A nnexation. 
W ash in g to n , January 17.—The propo 
sition of General Vandever to acquire the 
peninsula of Lower California, by pur­ 
chase from Mexico, it seems, will not 
meet with much encouragement from the 
people of that Republic—at least, here 
Señor Romero, Mexican Minister here 
when spoken with regarding the matter, 
said that he would not like to speculate 
about the uncertainty of future events, 
but that, in his opinion, the proposal to 
buy Lower California, when no portion 
of Mexican territory is for sale, would 
have in Mexico exactly the same effect 
as Mexico’s proposal to buy Upper Cali­ 
fornia,or American California, would have 
in the United States. 
Sew all ou Samoa. 
W asiiin oton , January 17.—The exam­ 
ination of Sewall, Consul General at Sa­ 
moa, by the Senate Committee on For­ 
eign Relations has been practically con­ 
cluded, but he is held here to await the 
printing of his testimony, when he may 
be recalled upon some point suggested by 
the reading of it. Sewall is deeply inter­ 
ested in the Samoan situation, and is 
anxious to return to his post, but is more 
anxious that the people of the United 
States should arouse themselves to an in­ 
telligent appreciation of the importance 
of maintaining the independence of the 
islands in order that they may properly 
maintain their interests there.

A I.o h A ngelen o lta d ly T reated In 
G erm an y. 
Mr. M. Goldschmidt, who is connected 
with Naud’s warehouse, and who is well 
known aud very popular with the numer­ 
ous Geiman-American residents of Los 
Angeles, returned from an extended trip 
through the East and Europe a few days 
ago. During his stay in Germany, the 
land of his birth, he was subjected to 
treatment which for a time prom­ 
ised 
to 
cause 
an 
international 
controversy 
between 
the 
latter 
country and the United States. He vis­ 
ited Bingen on the Rhine, his native 
city, to see his parents, but had not been 
in the place twenty-four hours before the 
Sheriff put in an appearance with a 
paDer from a German court, ordering 
him to pay a fine of two hundred and 
fifteen marks, for leaving the country 
without permission 
before 
he 
had 
reached the age of 18 years. As Mr. 
Goldschmidt had 
left 
there 
years 
ago, 
this 
was a big 
surprise to 
him. 
He protested that he was an 
Awericau citizen, and presented his 
passport for inspection, but failed to 
convince the imperial officer. It was 
either to pay 215 marks or serve 215 days 
in prison, so he paid the money under 
protest, and immediately presented the 
facts in the case to Mr. Pendleton, the 
American Minister at Berlin. As soon 
as possible, the latter made a demand on 
the 
German 
Government 
for 
the 
return 
of 
the 
money 
unjustly 
taken from Mr. Goldschmidt. The de­ 
mand of Minister Pendleton was not 
acted upon at once, and Mr. Goldschmidt 
returned to the United States, arriving 
in Los Angeles a few days since. Yes­ 
terday he received a letter from the Ger­ 
man Vice-Consul 
at San Francisco, 
stating that the money wrongfully de­ 
manded and taken from him in Germany 
would be forwarded in a few days. It 
would seem from this that the matter has 
been amicably settled. 
Mr. Goldschmidt expressed himself 
much pleased with the desire shown by 
this Government to protect its citizens 
abroad as well as at home. 


The C uyam aca H oad.
